Taking Heavy Toll 


War la Exhausting Germany's Rs- 
sourcts In Fighting Man 

81de by side with tbe enormous and 
unexampled destruction of wealth by 
war. tbere Is going on an equally un¬ 
heard of waste oi human life If the 
exhaustion on the financial side may 
tend to bring the conflict to a cloae, 
the drain on the available supply of 
men must with at least equal certain¬ 
ly make Ita long continuance Impoa 
atble. Hence tbe Interest attaching 
to such a computation asp that msdo 
by Hilaire Belloc of the German and 
Austrian losses up to date. These he 
calculates to have reached a grand 
total of 3,760.000—that la of men per¬ 
manently removed from the field by 
death, capture or disablement. Hence 
the conclusion that the potential msn 
hood tor actual fighting of tbe Teu¬ 
tonic allies has, within tbe first year, 
probably been diminished from all 
causes by nearly onebalf. 

This Is a highly significant state- 
ment. If true, and there happens to b? 
some available statistic* by which 
at least it* probability may be tested 
Leaving nut of sight the Austrian 
contrll.itlon to the supply of "cannon 
fodder," we mra on solid ground in 
quoting from the census or the Ger¬ 
man empire of Dec. 1. 1910 Tb t 
showed a male population of 32,040. 
uuo out of a total of 64.926.000. Hut 
to ascertain the number of males of 
military age—that Is. between 18 and 
45, available for Eervice four years 
later on Dec. 1, 1914—it Is obviously 
necessary to start with those between 
the agv* of It and 40 at tbe lime the i 
census was taken These are found 
to have numbered 14,413.039. After 
dua deductions for deaths, there Is 1 
left a theoretical total of 14.073,524 
males between 18 and 46 rpady to 
bear arms last December. But from 
this there are other deductions to be 
made; some based on actual returns, 
others estimated from records of 
varying degrees of exactitude. To the 
former class belong the annual rejec¬ 
tions of the military Inspection 
boards, on the acore of absolute or 
partial unfitness for military aervic^ 
and these amounted In four years 
to 986,143 men. reducing the available 
total to 13,088.283. 

Tl ere remains the morr complex 
group of causes of disablement of men 
otherwise constitutionally capable, by 
disease and accidents. The statist teal 
method of dealing with these may be 
indicated by the aU tement that while 
three are In Germany 40 deaths per 
10,000 per annum due to pulmonary 
consumption and disease* of the res¬ 
piratory organs, medical authorities 
declare that five times as many per¬ 
sons are left In a state of Impaired 
health which Incapacitates them from 
military duty, by this asms data of 
complaint* Pu*hing the Inquiry Into 
a detailed examination of similar re¬ 
sults from other, forms of disease, 
which permsnertly enfeeble a large 
proportion of those who survive their 
attack and allowing for the steady In¬ 
crease with advancing age of the 
risks contingent on disease, there has 
been worked out a total loss fqr the 
military mill under this head of 3.- 
400,000 men during the four years 
In question. On the acore of acci¬ 
dent*. In the pursi it of mechanical 
Industry, on railways, on the Rtreets 
and highway* and at sea. fairly accur¬ 
ate returns are available, ttnd from 
these the conclusion Is approximately 
trust won hy that 157.871 must be add¬ 
ed to the previous total of disable¬ 
ment. Hen e tho original total of over 
14,000.000 men between the it*** of 
18 and 45, capable of bearing arms on 
Dec. 1, 1914, Is reduced to 9,530.- 
612- 

Uut by that time, according to trust¬ 
worthy returns, the German army had 
already lebt In killed, wounded, cap 
lured and tick 1,600,000 men; so that 
the disposal force of males of mili¬ 
tary must be reduced to 8.000,000. 
Even after assuming, however, that 
older or partially enfeebled men are 
suffici ent for garriton duty, there re¬ 
main tha necessities of railway ser¬ 
vice In tbe occupied territory, as well 
as througl'out the empire; of the tele¬ 
graph ond post office, of work In the 
arsenals and at the navy yards and of 
the force employed by private con¬ 
cerns In the fabrication of Indispen¬ 
sable munitions of war. The draft 
made by all theoe services on tbo vig¬ 
orous munhood of Germany has been 
placed at 2,000,000, so that the nutnb?r 
of the physically flt available at the 
front could not have exceeded 6.000. 
ooo at the beginning of the present 
year. 

If the losses of the last five months 
maintained the previous average of 
200.000 a month, the effective strength 
of the German armies at the begin 
nlng of June c ould not have exceeded 
4,500,000. Of thire Ihere are. an 
nearly as can be ascertained 3,000,- 
ono on the two battle fronts In 
other words, the reserve fighting 
strength of Germany, for offensive 
purposes st lekst does not apparently 
exceed 1*500,000 able-bodied men. If 
that Is a fact, Mr. Bellocs e*t|ma‘e 
err* rather on the aide of moderation 
than of over-eRtImntc. and i t months 
more of war must reduce Germany to 
a condition of military exhaustion. 
Then, as has already been pointed 
out in these colurn s, the process of 
economic exhaustion Is necessarily 
stimulated by the withdrawal of me-i 
from productive employnirnt. There 
Is a certain amount of work which 
must be done at home to keep the 
women and children alive, and not 
all of this can he done hy the Ineffec¬ 
tive class of nor combatantLeaving 
OBI of consideration the paralysis of 
the foreign trade of Germuny. which 
must become more nearly romplelo 
with the shutting down of faciorlos 
owing to the withdrawal of their 
workers for military service, the sup¬ 
ply of absolutely necsssary domestic 


wants cannot be seriously curtailed 
without a sensible weakening of the 
morale of the nation. 

From all of this the conclusion 
would seem to be Irresistibly that 
Germany Is facing tbs most critical 
phase of the struggle of the war, and 
that even should there be no exhaus¬ 
tion on tbe financial side, there are 
other forms'of destitution with which 
even her marvelous energy may not 
b* sbla to rope. It Is bsrdlv necessary 
to add that what Is true Of Germany 
In this connection Is mors emphatical¬ 
ly true in regard to the Austrian re¬ 
sources In men and economic capac¬ 
ity. The Russian reverses In Gallda 
may delay, but they can hardly pre 
vent the breakdown of all the forces 
of the dual empire, and the consc 
quenl narrowing of the contest to that 
of a life and death struggle for Ger¬ 
many.—New York Journal of Com¬ 
merce. -

Shoot Straight 

Uniformly Accurate Fire in All En¬ 
gagements With the Enemy 

"Bnginewtlff." an English publics 
lion, discussing In a recent issue tha 
official return just published giving 
tbe results of tests o( gun practise In 
the fleet during the past year, de¬ 
clares that the return Is deprived of 
much of Its Interest because, since 
this peace practice was completed, 
many or hie majesty's ships have had 
the opposiu :lly of displaying their ef¬ 
ficiency under war conditions. 

Uniformly accurate fire Id all en¬ 
gagements with the ships of the ene¬ 
my hns. Engineering continues, been 
the outstanding feature of the naval 
warfare, whether regard be had to 
such combined actions as took place 
In the Bight of Heligoland, off the 
Falkland Islands, and later on the 
Dagger bank, or tn Individual actions, 
where one ship bad to fare another 
This accuracy of fire was in many 
cases associated with ranges which a 
few years ago would have been re¬ 
garded as impracticable, ir not-pos¬ 
sible. The annual returns now Issued 
show, however, how the gunners of 
the navy have prepared themselves. 
In the first place, there has been a 
greater stringency in the test condV 
lions The target has been reduced.' 
the range Increased and the speed 
at which firing had to take place was 
augmented. The details regarding 
these three points are not disclosed in 
t'te official return, nor Is any Informa¬ 
tion given as to the time allowed for 
Uie firing, so that It Is not possible to 
deduce the rate of hits per minute. 
Sufficient evidence of Improvement 
Is shown In the percentage of lilts 
to round* fired from the various type 
of gun now In tbo service. There Is, 
of course, no Information regarding 
the 15-inch gun, the ships carrying 
which have only entered the fleet 
since tbe war began. The 13.6-lnrh 
gun wAV used for the first time In 
1912, when the percentage of hits 
to rounds fired was 68 per cent. In 
the following ye sr this had Increased 
to t>6 66 per cent., and In 1914 to 86.43 
per cent. 

It must be admitted* Engineering 
says, that we have here not only evid¬ 
ence of the gunlayer, but of the mod¬ 
ern gun-control system, and also of 
the success of the modern weapon 
and all the appliances placed by the 
manufacturer at the disposal of the 
gun crew. The later 12-Inch guns con¬ 
tinue to ehow a percentage between 
62 and 65* of hits to rounds fired. The 
latest 6-Inch breech loading gun, 
which Is extensively used in the later 
battleships, also shows Improvement. 
In 1911-12 tbe pcrcentafce of hits to 
rounds fired was only 49; Jn 1913 It 
Increased to 63.21. and In 1914 to 
54 75. It should be remembered the 
writer of the article points out. that 
the target Is enormously smaller than 
would be the enemy’s ship, so that it 
is easily understood that If In practice 
under nil atmospheric conditions such 
u percentage is attained, the results 
will be even better In actual war. The 
four-inch breech-loader has also a per¬ 
centage exceeding 50 per cent., as is 
the case also with the 4-7-inch quick- 
firer.

The World Does Net Yet Realise 
What This War Mtans 

Unless this war does help to "bring 
about a lasting peace, In the world, 
It Is idle to pretend that It will have 
been anything else but a monstrous 
experience of evil. If at the end of It 
we cannot bring about some world¬ 
wide political synthesis, unanimous 
enough and powerful enough to pro¬ 
hibit further wars by a stup 
array of moral and material force, 
then all this terrible year of stress 
and suffering has been no more than 
a waste of life, end our sons aud 
brothers and friends and allies have 
died in vain. If we cannot summon 
enough goodwill and wisdom in the 
world to establish a world alliance 
and a world congress to control the 
clash of "legitimate national aspira¬ 
tions" and "conflicting interests." and 
to abolish ail the forensic tn 
of diplomacy, then this will be neither 
the last war nor will It be the worst, 
and men must prepare themselves to 
liAfden their spirits against contiuu 
log and increasing adversity, and to 
steel their children to cruelly and 
danger Revenge will become the 
burthen of history. That Is the pries 
men will pay for clinging to their lit¬ 
tle separate cults and monarchies 
and complete Independencies now. 
The traffic and wealth of our great 
and liberal age will diminish, the arts 
will dwindle and learning fade, 
science will cease to advance, and the 
rude and hard will Inherit the earth. 
The War Path or the World 8tate; 
that is the choice for mankind. 

This lesson of the submarine which 
destroys much and achieves nothing 
has ample support In history. There 
never w^s so blind a superstition as 
tbe belief that progress Is Inevitable. 
The world has seen the great civilisa¬ 
tion of the western empire give place 
to the warring chaos of tbe baronial 
castles of the ninth and tenth cen¬ 
turies .11 has seen the eastern empire 
for five hundred years decay .and ret¬ 
rogress under the militarism of the 
Turk; It has watched the Red Indians, 
with rifle* In their hands, grimly In 
"mutual extermination. Is It stUI a 
blind world doomed to blunder down 
again from such light and order and 
hope aa we were born to, toward such 
another millennium of barbaric hates 
and aimless wars? That Is no mere 
poRsIblllty. It is tiie present posaibll 
Ity 'unless men exert themselves to 
make it Impossible. It Is quite con¬ 
ceivable that otuj Is tho last genera¬ 
tion for many generations that will 
go freely about tho world, that will 
have abundance of leisure and science 
and free speech and abundant art and 
much beauty and many varied occupa¬ 
tions. We stand about In our old 
Haunts and try tc keep on with our 
old ways of living, and speculate when 
the wur will be "over" anfl when we 
shall be Able to get back to everything 
Just as it was beft re the war. This 
wxr and Ita consequences will never 
be "<ver," and we have not even be¬ 
gun to realise what It-haa cost Its- The 
course of human history Is downward 
and very dark Indeed unless our rare 
can give mind and will, now unre¬ 
servedly in unprecedented abundance, 
to the stern necessities that follow 
logically from Iho aircraft bomb and 
the poison gas and that silent, Invla 
Ible. unattainable murderer, tbe sub¬ 
marine. —II. 0. Wells, In New York 
Time*.

* British Committee Which ie Testing 
New Appliances For Aircraft 
Issues Annual Report 

The report if tho advisory commu¬ 
tes for aeronautics for the* year 1914- 
1916 has been issued. The report, 
which ts addressed to the prime min¬ 
uter and signed on behalf or the com¬ 
mittee by Lord Rayleigh says that 
continued progress has been made In 
tbe consideration of tbe conditions af¬ 
fecting the stability of the aeroplane * \ 

The report mentions, among other ' • 
matters which have been under con¬ 
sideration by the committee, the ques¬ 
tion of sighting appllanes* for us# on 
asropUnes and accuracy In bomb 
dropping. A number of special Inves¬ 
tigations have been undertaken for 
the admiralty snd the war office, In¬ 
cluding tbe analyaU and examination 
of deposit* on airship envelopes and 
tests of magnetos forming part of 
wireless installations to determine 
their liability to ignite explosive mix 
ture* of gases. 

The reports received from the Brit¬ 
ish expeditionary force In France 
have clearly Indicated the advantage 
of attention to strength and good con¬ 
struction In ail details of the aero¬ 
plane. and the superiority in durabil¬ 
ity snd useful life thereby attained. 

It Is felt that the results thus achiev¬ 
ed fully justify the care which has 
been devoted to these matters and the 
special precautions taken 

In all machines now designed the 
recommen ’at Ion: made by the com 
mlttee are closely followed and the 
margin of strength allowed exceeds 
that specified as required from con¬ 
siderations connected with the ef¬ 
fect of flattening out after a steep 
dive. The increase In weight due to 
the modifications made has to some 
extent been compensated by other 
improvements and by Increased -aero*, 
dynamic efficiency. 

In military use further Increase In 
streugth has to be considered In re- ( 
lation to other factors affecting safe¬ 
ty; In particular the merit of rapid 
climbing tends to asfety of a different 
kind, to which great consideration 
must be given, and limits the Increase 
In strength snd weight which might 
otherwise be adjudged desirable 

The modifications required to con¬ 
form with considerations arising In 
connection with stability and strength 
of construction have led to the com¬ 
plete change of certain existing types 
of machine. Involving alteration* to 
wings, body, tall, fin, area, wires sml 
controls. Testa of the new designs 
have shown that it la possible, without 
sacrifice of controllability, to make 
I the aeroplane Inherently stable and 
capable of flying satisfactorily with¬ 
out use of the controls. Improvements 
have been Introduced In the shape 
| of the body and engine covering. In 
tank capacity, In the section and at¬ 
tachments of wires and In many other 
ways. Experiments on alighting gear 
(lav* been continued and two standard 
types adopted as suited to special re¬ 
quirements. 

New types of machines have been 
designed embodying special features 
which recent military experience has 
shown to be desirable. In all of thesa 
It has been round possible to obtain 
stability under ordinary flight condi¬ 
tions. 

Wireless and other slgnglllng appar¬ 
atus has been designed, and bomb 
dropping gear has been fitted snd In¬ 
vestigated. In these matters assist¬ 
ance and advice have been given by 
individual members of the committee 


Few Paroled Prisoners Return to Jail 

W. P. Archibald, prison parole of- ( 
fleer for Canada, states that In the 
Dominion during the past sixteen 
y.-ar* there have been 7,’<76 prisoners J 
released on parole' from Canadian pen- 
itentaries out of which 489, or 6.3 pe. 
cent., have been returned to finish 
their sentences. Of Gils small frac¬ 
tion ouly three par cent, have been 
sent back to prison because of a re¬ 
turn to crime, the balance having i 
.iiMfttn some of the conditions of i 
their parole. During these sixteen 
years 6.412 prisoners have completed 
their sentences while on parole and 1 
876 are still reporting to tbe authori¬ 
ties at regular intervals.

Tho purchase by the Britl:h govern¬ 
ment of tbe Ice breaking steamer 
Bruce front the Held Newfoundland 
Company was announced recently. It 
Is understood that the Bruce, with her 
sister ship Lintrose. sought by Rus¬ 
sia last winter, will be used In the 
White 8eu during the rail and winter 
In an effort to keop open later than 
usual tho channel to the port of Arch¬ 
angel.

The highest speed ever travelled by 
a man on the face of the earth—near¬ 
ly 142 miles an hour was recently 
made by a racing motor car on the 
great expanses of level salt deposits 
In Utah, says a writer In the Railway 
Age Gazette This bed of salt Is on 
the line of the Western Pacific at 
Saldurl. Utah. 112 miles west of Salt 
Lake City. The motor run was made 
by Teddy Tetxlaff .and the beat time 
for one mile was 26.2 seconds, which 
In equal to 148 86 miles an hour, a 
trifle better than the beat preceding 
record, which was made on the beach 
at Daytona in April, 1911. This la the 
highest speed ever travelled by man 
on the face of the earth. The best 
speed ever made by a vehicle runlnng 
on rails was that recorded In the B*r- 
lln-Zossen tests of electric cars. In 
1903; when a rate of 130.6 miles an 
hour wan made on October 27.

armament should thus defeat Its own. 
ends, arbitration should at length suc¬ 
ceed. the paper believes. On the em¬ 
ployment of polsouous gases the Lan¬ 
cet rf marks: 

-OMb references are made to tba 
possible use of potent poisons, araani 
cal gases, prussic acid or aome oilier 
death dealing substances which shall 
improve upon this chlorine compound 
adopted by the enemy. It la well to 
remember that there Is evidence that 
the enemy has seriously and system* 
atlcally studied this question for some 
time, and we may be fairly cerUln 
that the gas was decided upon after 
considerable trial as the most avail 
abls and practicable for the ghasrly 
ends In view At all evenu. such 
other deadly materials as may be 
available, are as much In the enemy'* 
hands are In ours, and neither side 
would be likely to gain any perma¬ 
nent benefit by such machinations.

The 
machine starts, too. when the whistle 
blow s a ltd stops w hen it blows again 
The machine can't think and is not 
paid to think. One machine of that 
kind Is just as good as another. It 
win Mini out just so much work, gad 
so. when the boss goes to buy one.

But If he 
could buy a machine that could think 
as It worked, that could plan to do 
hotter work than the other machines 
around It. that could feel Itself a part 
of the business and have on Interest 
and a pride in making It successful, 
what wouldn't the boss pay for that 
kind of a helper?

A fact worth knowing and remem¬ 
bering bv the farmer Is that the losses 
caused by leaching or superheating 
represent the most readily available 
portion of the nitrogen and potash In 
the manure, which Is. consequently, 
worth more than that left In the man 
ure heap

Fire Regulations Which Should bs In 
Fore# in All Muoiclpallllss 

Regina has in operation u new Ure 
inspection bylaw, under which the fire 
departraei.’ of the city Is required o 
inspect ail business premises at least 
four times a year aud all other prem- 
taes at least twice a year Three sec¬ 
tions of the by-law deal with very 
frequent causes of tire, and are as 
follows; 

"Honflres. etc.—No person shall 
kindle, maintain or assist in maintain 
Ing any bonfire or other exposed lire 
within the city unless he shall first 
have obtained a written permit from 
(he chief, who ahsll give direction as 
to what measures are to be taken to 
safeguard property " 

"Handling of ruibiah—No waste 
paper, excelsior, shavings, rubbish or 
other like Inflammable material shall 
be left in any part of' any business 
building for more than one day. ex 
cept such material as may be stored 
witbin a fireproof room, provided with 
standard fire doors or within s fire¬ 
proof receptacle, but alt such material 
shall be destroyed, removed or place 1 
within such fireproof receptacle at the 
close of each business day.” 

"Disposition of Hot Ashes.—No 
hot ashes shall be deposited In any 
receptacle other than one of non-com¬ 
bustible material with fireproof cover, 
and no such ashes shall be depnalted 
within fifteen feet of any wooden 
building or any woodcu structure 
whatsoever.'* 

The fire chief reports that the 
dlixens arc taking klndl) to the In¬ 
spection work, and in many cases wel¬ 
come the men who are able to give 
them advice on the prevention of fires 
The by-law Is known as No. S39, and 
should b? copied by other municipali¬ 
ties.

An Economic. Not ~ Sentimental. Is 
sus Involved In Bird Protection 
Tbs popular Impression in Cauada 
iliat the preservation of wild life Is 
merely a desirability, not s positive 
necessity. Is falall) falso and is re¬ 
sponsible for the serious inroads al¬ 
ready suffered by our game re¬ 
sources Public opluion has been po* 
eriess to check destruction and will 
remain so sb long as tbe campaign for 
wild life protection depends upon sii 
appeal to sentiment for Its dynamic 
force No conservation issue can pro 
greas far on that basis. Tbe people 
of this continent move most resolutely 
In response In rronomlc motives, and 
the necessary prelude lo proper pro 
lection of wild life In Canada Is wider 
dissemination of exact knowledge re¬ 
garding its money value 

Recent experience tn the United 
States Illustrates the fores of econo¬ 
mic motives. For several years affon* 
were made In that countr> to secure 
federal protection for migratory game 
birds. Tbs campaign was chiefly an 
appeal to sentiment and made uttld 
headway The proposal was theu ex¬ 
tended to Include Insectivorous birds, 
wide publicity was given to the fact 
that Insect pests damaged crops au- 
nually to the extent of hundreds of 
millions of dollsts, and within one 
years s popular dentand. that years of 
RBtllWlUl appeal had failed to 
aronsf, forte I congress to pass a law 
placing all migratory birds under fed¬ 
eral control The* preservation of 
wild life achieved the atatua of a na¬ 
tional business enterprise. 

Canada a wild life Is as vsluabla a* 
that of the United States. To preserve 
It as a national asset we need not 
pursue the method adopted by our 
American oelghtmre. but we do re¬ 
quire to gain their sane viewpoint

The geological survey is extending 
its scope of work to include in addi¬ 
tion to Investigation of metallic min¬ 
eral resources, a soil survey of Can¬ 
ada. with the object of classifying tho 
soils and ascertaining their agricultur¬ 
al possibilities in different districts 
both in settled and unsettled areas 
and also a mapping and classifying of 
deposits of material suitable for road 
making The staff of the survey bns 
been considerably Increased of late 
years and during the past year train¬ 
ed observers hat* been making sur¬ 
veys of stone and gravel deposits in 
the more thickly settled districts of 
Ontario and Quebec to determine 
their road-making qualities. Re¬ 
ports are now available for a con¬ 
siderable number of localities and 
the Information .should be. of great 
practical value to road-engineers and 
to municipalities undertaking per 
manent highway improvements

The Bydney silo will cost 
1875 000. while list St New resile will 
cost $.175,000 In addition to this 3& 
elevators will be built at various 
country stations The work of erect¬ 
ing thee? will be spread over s period 
of five years, and tbe total cost will 
he about $4,376,000. Each country ele 
valor will have a rapacity of 266,000 
bushels. 1,600 trucks will have to bs 
ball! for the work of shifting the bar- 
ves* of 46.000,060 bushels In the six 
months The estimated cost of :n- 
stitUtlng bulk handling of wheat In 
N.8. Wales will cost $11,046,ooo. It Is 
Intended to co-operate with all the 
States in tbe matter of getting ships 
of the proper type for the handling 
of the wheat In bulk. New- South 
Wales has had an expert there for 
some time from the United states, 
dealing with' the whole matter

Eradicate Noxious Weeds 


Drastic Action is Necessary to Socuro 
Rooulta 

Canada has for years been try lug 
to rid herself of some of her more 
prolific noxious weeds, but the work 
has larked the thorough support of 
those whose duty It Is to help In the 
eradication of the pests Concerted 
snd organized action is necessary, and 
until this is secured the prospects oj 
success are noi very bright Public 
opinion Is too apathetic, snd weed In¬ 
spectors are aware of this Pr o —cu- 
tlons for Infractions of ths Noxious 
Weeds Act are rare, and conseq—m- 
ly the penalty clause of this act has 
to a great extent lost Its effect More 
pressure must he put upon those re¬ 
sponsible for Its enforcement. 

A lesson In clearing »>P weeds might 
be tak*y from the action of Chins re¬ 
garding the eradication of the poppy 
plant The following, from s report 
of the United States commercial at 
laclie at Nanking. Chins. Indicates the 
method by which results are secured 
in that country: "Some Interest In the 
restriction of the cultivation of the 
poppy was aroused locally by the rtis- 
inirsal of the Nanking magistrate for 
having falsely reported his district 
dear of poppy, and the Imposition of 
fines on a number of other district 
inxglatrales for ihe same reason The 
authorities are making a serious ef¬ 
fort to hare the provluc? cleared at 
an early date In anticipation of the 
Joint Inspection by British und Chin¬ 
ese officials prior to ths prohibition 
of the import or sale of Indian op¬ 
ium "

dozen eggs s year Five years ago a 
few hens Were laying between 160 snd 
200 eggs a year. l*ast year whole 
flocks were laying au average of close 
to 200 eggs and on? hen liad 303 eggs 
to her credit. 

These figures simply mean that egg 
laying strains of poultry have Increas¬ 
ed greatly In number snd excellence 
since about 1910.

German Physician Says His Power of 
Resistance is Drawn From a 
Conscience Patriotism 
A German physician. Dr. D.dlns. 
who wss for a time a prisoner In 
Frunre and on being released return¬ 
ed to Berlin, speaks highly of the 
French soldier in an article In Der 
Tag. lie said: 

"I was surprised at the warlike 
spirit that reigns in France and takes 
its source in the unanimous convlrtlon 
that France Is defending her civilisa¬ 
tion and h?r hearths against an In¬ 
vasion of barbarians led by the Hoh- 
cnzollorna. 

"A young non-commissioned officer, 
returning to the front afl*r being 
cured of a first wound, said to me: 
*W# w'lll be MM to the last man 
rather than submit ' 

"Tho French soldier has a manifest 
superiority over other soldiers. He 
fedls that he 4s a citizen of his coun¬ 
try Instead of a machine blindly yield¬ 
ing to discipline. He understands tin* 
duties Which his rank of citizen im¬ 
poses on him for the defence of hli 
country. 

"It la from thin conscious patriotism 
that the French from the first have 
drawn their power of resistance, and 
from It the people and the army draw 
their stubborn determination to win. 
This patriotism would have enabled 
them to support far greeter trials 
than those they have undergone 
"A French politician said to im* la 
this conneetion: 'Our «ons give their 
young lives to win victory, and we, 
thHr fathers, accept their sacrifice 
For forty-four years we suffered In 
silenre. Even (her. we did not want 
the war. But since Germany has let 
It loose, we will go through with It 
to the end. sml the end will only be 
w hen Germany Is crushed "

Child Labor Legislation 
The Children's Bureau of the Unit¬ 
ed States department of labor has Is¬ 
sued s report on the ad min 1st ration 
of the child labor cartifirsle system 
In tbe State of Connecticut Accord¬ 
ing to ihe Untied Btstes census of 
1910. over D&O.ooo of the nation's 
children from ten to fifteen years old 
were at work In factories, shops, and 
other uon agricultural positions. In 
Connecticut a child cannot go to work 
until he la fournen yeara old. sad un¬ 
til sixteen cannot work unless he has 
an employment certificate. No child 
can get a certificate and atay out of 
school unless hs has a job. ir he 
quits work bis employer must notify 
the Slate Board of Education, and be¬ 
fore he can go to work again per 
manently he must secure a fresh cer 
iIdealv The moat striking feature of 
Ihe Connecticut system of Issuing 
working papers is that the state board 
of education controls Its enforcement 
and dovetails tbe working of Hi.* com 
pulsory education law with the child 
labor 'aw Practically every step is 
under the direct supervision of the 
state hoard of education

Probably the brooding stock arc 
caused greater strain at no other time 
t’hau they get at the Ume of moult 
ing To fecal! the way that weak¬ 
nesses are likely to ahdw themselves 
at this time more thau at any other 
time Is proof enough that the ptocr»» 
of-moulting taxes the vitality of a 
fowl mure than any Other change she 
has to make to adapt herself to the 
changing seasons. It is not nacom- 
mon to hear of trouble developing in * 
Hock during the moult lux period. It la. 
therefore, well to be cn the watch for 
trouble at this lime, and even better, 
to anticipate any likely danger and 
prevent It by a Mule extra .care and 
ai'eutiou lly tints we do not mean 
that a lot of preventive dosing should 
be practised, but every care should 
•be taken to see that the dock la hav¬ 
ing th> best attention at that time. 

Any observant poult ryman will 
have noticed that when the moult be¬ 
gins. the birds w ill eat .but little and 
only food of certain kinds. It is well 
then to see what It la they seem to re¬ 
quire and furnish It. so that they will 
have the elements the birds can select 
to suit, aud aa their condition changes 
from that of the early moulting per¬ 
iod. they ran change to the heavier 
foods they want to bring along the 
feather quickly. 

The practice lias become (airly com¬ 
mon to hurry the moult so as to get 
the birds Into prim * feather (or early 
shows or to have them ready for busi¬ 
ness well before the winter weather 
threatens. This Is usually a simple 
matter., although some exceedingly 
| heavy layers will persist In sticking 
to business so close that they c annot 
< be persuaded to shed their coat until 
they are ready to make the change 
themselves. 

The usual .process la to gradually 
reduce the amount of rood the birds 
«>-r until Hu y receive but a very amall 
proportion of the usual food allow 
ance. and after keeping them on this 
ration for a week to ten da>s to grad¬ 
ually bring up the food again nntll 
they are receiving all. they will take. 
It is well also to hare much of this 
food In mash form, and to introduce 
some oily food such as linseed meal 
or sunflower seed Sometimes tuus- 
tsrd is used with the very best of re¬ 
sults Any agent of this kind will be 
found to be a great help, especially 
Just alter the feathers get (airly well 
started, but care should b- taken to 
•ee that the beating foods Introduced 
in the ration are not of too high pro¬

Southwest Africa No Longer German, 
But a British Possession 

German Southwest Africa, which 
haa surrendered to the forces of the 
South African L’alon under General 
I .outs Botha, has an area of 322,150 
square miles and is larger, therefore, 
than the combined territory of the 
New England States. New York. New 
Jersey. Delaware. Maryland. Pennsyl¬ 
vania. Ohio, Indiana snd Illinois. 
Togoland and the Katuerun Protector¬ 
ate, tho other German possessions on 
the Atlantic side of Kquatorfal Africa, 
had previously fallen into the hands 
of British snd French forces. Ger¬ 
man East Africa has not yet been 
taken, but ita fall may be expected 
soon. 

While the southern and much of the 
eastern parts of Soutl west Africa are 
barren, this has been Germany's most 
promising colonial development In 
1113 Ita German population was 12,- 
2'*- as against 4.107 In German Hast 
Africa and 3.800 at Ktao-chao. 

In view of the Kaiser's famous tele¬ 
gram to Kruger. H Is a queer turn of 
fate that German power In Africa— 
Germany's "place” in the equatorial

Man’s Natural Defences Fate of the Hapsburgs 


Microbes Which Would Destroy Him 
Meet Death Whila Passing 
Through a Healthy 
Nosa 

Tha thoughtful reader will say. 
"surely In the battle of man against 
infrrobe there must be some natural 
anranatof defence by wblcli men have | 
conquered In the past, long before 
the mirroacope was Invented!" He is 
right; and science la never better em¬ 
ployed than In studying theaafnatural 
defences, writes Dr. C. W Saleeby In 
tha Youth’s Companion. For example., 
we fin£no microbes at all in air after 
It passes through the healthy noae. 
The noae Is the original ‘’domestic 
filter** for all microbes In dust In the 
air. Ita secretions are antiseptic also, 
and man has no more valuable out¬ 
work of defense than a normal noae. 
A choked noae. through which a par 
aon cannot breathe, means that mic¬ 
robes enter the lunga freely by way of 
the fllterless mouth. 

In the stomach we find free hydro¬ 
chloric acid, produced some half hour 
or less after a me-l. Its production 
from the common salt or sodium 
chloride of the blood by the living 
calls tha line the stomach Is one of 
the wholly Inimitable feats of the 
body. Until recently most of us 
thought that the hydrochloric acid 
was formed in tbe stomach solely in 
order to digest food, but now we have 
evidence to show that thla hydrochlor¬ 
ic acid Is also a valuable antiseptic, 
working, for once, inside the body 
without hurting It. and probably often 
saving us from the microbes of con¬ 
sumption and typhoid fever. Thus the 
two great avenues of entry to the 
body are in a large degree guarded. 
It may be added that no known mic¬ 
robe can, unaided, penetrate the sur¬ 
face of the unbroken and healthy 
akin. 

Western Butter Trade 

Growth of the Cooperative Move¬ 
ment In Saskatchewan 

A fair Idea of the growth of the 
cooperative movement in rural 
haskatchewan la provided by the 
announcement, made recently, that 
lbs provincial dairy commissioner 
had at that time filled the largert 
single butter order ever given in 
Western Canada, having sold for 
shipment to British Columbia no 
less than nine carloads of butter. 
•Kfregatlng 262.000 pounds, the sale 
price being 26 cents per pound, or 
f«6 620. 

The magnitude of thla order will 
bu better realised when it la noted 
that the amount represents only a 
part of the surplus butter made dur¬ 
ing one month In the co-operative 
iroamerka In that province The 
growth of the co-operative move¬ 
ment as it la concerned with the 
dairy Induatry In Saskatchewan. Is 
shown by the fact that In 1914 no 
less than 3,628 farmers patronized 
the government co-operative cream 
tries, being a number 36 per cent 
larger than that of tbe previous year.

The collapse of Austria as a powe- 
is surely the last blow that fate can 
deal tne aged bmperor Krancla-Joieph 
whose private life has been one Ion* 
chapter of woes without a parallel In | 
history. 

His wife. the saintly Elizabeth, was 
assassinated by an anarchist In Gon 
eve. Maximilian, hit Impulsive broth¬ 
er, was ina dh K mperor of Mexico, and 
shot as a vkprr by tils subjects. 
The Crown vj-J Rudolph, his on’» 
aon, was a suicide; his slater-in-law, 
the Duchess d’Alencon. burned to 
death at a charity bazuar in Farts. 

Then his favorite grandchild rna.*- 
ried ngnlnsi the emperor's wish, enl 
her love ended In her shooting of thw 
rival in her husband's attritions 
Next ramj the killing of Franx Fer¬ 
dinand and his consort— the culmin¬ 
ating tragedy which precipitated the 
Great War. 

No wonder Austrians speak of 
“the curse of tho Houae of Haps- 
burg"—a curse uttered by the Coun¬ 
lees Karoyll when her son was 
put to death In 1848 for taking part 
In the Hungarian rebellion. 

Tbe Countess called on heaven ani 
hell to blast tho .:appln«ss of tha 
Kmperor, to cxtermlm te hla dynasty, 
to strike him through those ha love, 
to wreck ilia public and private life 
and ruin hie chlli.*en 

The Monarch's record has carried 
this out with more than melodrama¬ 
tic comp eteness, and a tragic rom¬ 
ance which uo fie* Ion could ever 
excel. 

Canada’s Wool Trad^ 

The Brenda of Wool Produced In 
Canada Are Not All Required 
Within Canada 

Canada's total wool production Is 
officially given at about 14,000,000 
pounds per year, or this, about one 
quarter was exported in the year end¬ 
ing March 31, 1916, chiefly to the 
United States, where connections 
have been established and certain 
standard lines of woollens are pro¬ 
duced from Canadian wool 

The ordinary commercial trade le 
woollens in Canada hat been con¬ 
siderably curtailed, but war orders 
have Just about balanced lack of or 
dinary trade orders. Were au em¬ 
bargo plared on wool. It would leave 
a surplus of Canadian wool on hand 
In Canada that would drug the mar¬ 
ket sulflclintlyJo break prices 60 to 
60 per cent. This actually happened 
a few weeks ago, when a temporary 
embargo was placed on wool going 
to the United States. 

Canada Imported during the fiscal: 
year 1914. over 9.000.000 pounds of 1 
wool, and exported 2,841,000 pounds i 
The reason for thla exchange of 
wools la that there Is a wide variety 
of wool for widely different pur¬ 
pose*. Kach rout try has ita own 
peculiar grades, th* product of car 
tain breeds and climatic Conditions 
At the present time, tbe brands .f 
wool produced In Canada are not all 
required within CaLada.

Includ¬ 
ing the Don Cossacks, and hla centre 
Is at the old and first capital of 
tha Rusalana, on lbs Dnieper at

Third la tha White Russian. nbo«‘

of Poland and northward around 
Lithuania. 

The land of the White Russian la 
heavily wooded and In parts marshy, 
the soil, ilka that of the Baltic prov¬ 
inces. being poor and unproductive I 
The territory of the Little Russian, 
on the other hi nd, la flat end open, 
comprising tha rich black earth belt 
and the vast grasli g steppes of the 
south

of * tha (.astern 8lav, la dark, even 
swarthy, with brown eyea, and dark 
brown hair. 

A further differenr appears in hla 
stature, for the Little Russian, de- 
*ptte hla name. Is big, considerably 
taller on the average than hla brother 
ths Great Russian The reason for 
this Is not eas> to find, unless the 
great suture of the Lillie Russian 
Is but another reflection of the In 
fiuence of environment. 

The Little Russian occupies the 
best land of Ruaela. the fertile soli 
of the black earth belt, and the con- I 
sequent better nourishment extending I 
over a long period of time together | 
with some iidmlxtrre of old Polish 
stock. Is doubtless responsible for hli | 
large stature 

But It is not merely physically that j 
tho Little Rusalai differs from the | 
Great Russian. He differs from him 1 
quite aa much In disposition a id 
habits of Ufa. lie I more mellow and i 
open hearted; the sun of the south , 
land has made him kind, hospitable. 1 
and emotional

Wealthy Devour Too Much 
Henry Ford's theory that most per¬ 
sons eat too much and therein not 
qnly wast. jr'greiu deal of food but 
weaken their ownVodles and under -1 
mine thetr health found Indorsement 
at the hand of physicians of the, 
navy, says the Waantngton correspon-; 
lent of tbs New York Herald. They j 
declared that fundamentally the idea 
was sound and that In most cases the 
human system was compelled to un¬ 
dergo the strain of dlgeatlig more 
ood than It needed; the result waa 
that th* excerj was thrown off and 
wasted. 

China and Japan were pointed to as 
••samples of what might be accom¬ 
plished with less food. The Chinese 
and Japanese subsist on about twi-n- 
ty-flve per cent, of the amount of food 
that Is consumed by Americans. 

At the office of the Surgeon General 
of the Navy the opinion was express- ( 
ed off-hand that a safe rule would be 
to eat approximately one-half and eat i 
that slowly. The suggestion was made 
that tbe solution of the problem lay 
in educating people to eat less and 
eat slowly. The excess food weakens 
the heart, tho liver and the excret¬ 
ory organa and shortens life. Taking 
Is less food means the prolonging of 
life, ability to do more and better 
work and a generally b?tter condition 
of mind and' body. 

"Does o\creating lead to overcon¬ 
sumption of alcoholic liquors?'* was 
asked 

•’Undoubtedly,” was the reply; "too 
much food is the cause of more physi¬ 
cal ailmcnt:i than too much drink The 
cocktail habit probably can be traced 
to a desire to cat more than is use¬ 
ful.”

I S A . said that he was always «are 
ful to prevent overeating. 

”1 always stop when 1 cease to feel 
hungry." he said. "I eat three meals 
a day. but I do not eat a heavy meal 
in the evening 1 eat meat hut once 
a day and then In the middle of the 
day.

Canadians Hava Net Yet Realised 
What tha War Means , 

Up to tha present time Canada has 
raised a force of about one-tenth of| 
what she could raleo If every man of 
military Eg* ware to be drafted. 
Though all the men who have been i 
called for by the government h*ve j 
come forward excapt tbe last 36.+00 
now being muetered, end In many 
quarters Canada baa received high 
prelee for the alacrity with which aha 
sprang to tha assistance of the Moth 
ar Country, such n showing aa wa 
have made we should consider don- 
temptlble If made by Greece, Rou- 
mania or Bulgaria. Wa are fighting 
Germany with only about one-tenth of 
our strength, and Germany is not to 
bs beaten by foes that fight her In 
that way. If, aa wa aay and believe, 
thla la our war a* much aa U la the 
war of Kngland or Franco or Belgium, 
w* shall hava to gvt Into it, and not 
leave the fighting to be done by ono 
out of every ten men capable of doing 
It Hon. Arthur Metghen said a few 
daya ago that it oitghi yet be necfa-' 
■ary for avary able-bodied Canadian 
to go to tha front or to discharge 
some other equally necessary duty 
connected with tha war. 

U la said that recruiting for th* 
draft of 36.000 men recently called for 
has been slow If this be true, there 
ar* two conditions that would seem to 
explain tt First. Canadians have not 
realised aa lh# Belgians and the 
French have realised whgl tbe war 
means, that they have from tbe first 
assumed the Inevitable triumph of tl.e 
Allies, and that w# were not greatly 
needed; the second ronattlon, which 
Is partly connected with the first. Is 
that such a small number aa 36.UOO 
wag called for. The way lo get 36.000 
men speedily la to call for 100 000 . 
If a demand were made for half a 
million men It would bring home to 
Canadians aa nothing yet has done 
the extreme gravity of the situation, 
and the necessity for the greatest 
sacrifices. When onl% 36,000 men are 
called for the notion that Canada does 
not need to exert herself greatly Is 
strengthened, and thla notion makes 
It aH the more difficult to enroll the 
men desired. If a call were to ba put 
out for half a million men fhey would 
come forward, and the 36,000 Immedi¬ 
ately required would be selected from 
them. The names of the remsinder 
would be taken -nd they could be 
given some preliminary drill, so that 
a hen another batch of 36.000 was re¬ 
quired It could be despatched without 
delay. Military authorities know bet¬ 
ter than laymen how many men are 
needed. They do not necessarily know 
better than laymen how the men are 
to be induced to volunteer- Toronto 
Mall and Empire % 

Beef Cattle in Demand 

Canada a Promising Field For Exten¬ 
sion of This Industry 

There has been further talk In 
Scotland and particularly at Glas¬ 
gow, about the importation of store 
(gttle A writer In the Scottish 
Farmer considers this quite natural, 
In view of tbe growing scarcity of 
butcher meat, however futllo the ef¬ 
fort la likely to prove. 

"Whether the government may be 
Induced or not to assent Is not very 
material.” aaya this writer "Tho 
opportunity for usefully thrpwlng off 
the embargo has long passed. Had 
the prohibition never existed—and 
w* know from more than twenty 
years’ experience, there wet no neeJ 
for It from the point of view of th? 
danger of disease—there would have 
been long heforo this a big volume of 
business in store cattle from Can¬ 
ada. But Canadians were compelled 
to adapt their methods and their 
trade to the conditions Imposed, and 
although the conlltlons were remov¬ 
ed Immediately the home situation 
would be altered very little. It 
might, in course of time, create a 
trade again, and if there were a 
chance of that the old arguments are 
still valid for throwing off the re 
strlctlona. The home feeder of cat¬ 
tle will be wiee to put little confid¬ 
ence in prospective supplies of store 
cattle from over tbe Atlantic " 

The present scarcity of beef in 
Great Britain has apparently given 
the pebple a foretaste of what may 
eventually be an established condi 
tlon. There Is little chance that the 
embargo will be removed and even if 
It were tbe gain to Canada would 
not be very great. Store cattle can 
be fed In Eastern Canada as well as 
In Great Britain, and the profit re¬ 
tained on this aide of tho water. At 
present the call la for more cattle 
and Canada with millions of acres of 
cheap grating lands Is one of the 
most promising fields for extension 
of the Industry. 

Toll of Submarines 

Britain Has Suffered Comparatively 

Small Losses From This Method 
of Warfare 

Tbe destruction of ships by thw. 
German submarines during their bus¬ 
iest season, In the three months af¬ 
ter February 18, made up an account 
or 86 vessels, great and amall. or at 
the rate of 344 a year. Of these, 
fifty-five were British The rest 
were: French five. Russian and Pla¬ 
nish 3. making a total of sixty-three 
for (he allies. The neutral nations 
have lost twenty-three vessels as 
follows: Norwegian, ten; United 

States, three; Swedish, four; Dutch 
three; Danish, one. Greek, one. and 
Italian one. The British total, there 
fore. Is at the rate of a mere 220 
per. annum. During the last two 
great war* we had wtlh France, the 
Revolutionary and tto Napoleonic 
war* which began In 1793 and end¬ 
ing after a brief interval In 1814, 10.® 
871 British merchant shlpa were 
captured or sunk by the enemy. That 
gives an average of no leas than 618 
per ywar. Kven after the derisive 
battle of Trafalgar, when we had the 
undisputed command of th* sea, th? 
loss of British • ships went on at a 
rate of over 600 ships a year. In 

1808. 619 ships were sunk or captur 
ed—that la th* year after Trafalgar 
-lo 1807, 669 shlpa; In 1808. 469; In 

1809. 671; and In 1810, 619.

Original Estimates Have Proved to be 
Entirely Too Low For th# 
Purpose 

The French press Is now clamoring 
for more cannon and more ammuni¬ 
tion with as much insistence as tbe 
Knglish. They take as their (ext 
General Castflnsu's dedartion: "War 
must be waged not by the shock of 
men. but by the shock of ammunl 
tlon." 

A,year ago the ammunition supplies 
for the threo-IncL field guns w**re 
only 1.200 sheila per gun, with a re¬ 
serve of 200 . It had been itcreased 
from 700 per gun In M909. after Gen¬ 
eral losnglola bad declared in the 
aenate that tha supply thru on hand 
would be Just sufficient for a day and 
a half of battle. He asked for 3.000 
shells per gun. Only MOO were grant¬ 
ed. provision being made for the man¬ 
ufacture of 13.600 shells a day In Ihe 
government arsenals 

The first month of war showed tb&t 
all estimates as to needed ammuni¬ 
tion were too lor;. French arsenals 
and private factories are now said to 
be producing 170,000 shells a day. Not¬ 
withstanding the continue! demand.* 
of the press for more fnmunition, 
this Is supposed to be sufficient for 
current needs, besides creating a ble 
reserve stock, careful estimates put 
ting at from 100.000 to 160,000 th* 
number of abolla new being used each 
day. 

The prodigality of tbe Freuch army 
In shells has already been set forth 
In despatches. The Intensity of the , 
German fire la Indicated by the actual , 
count of 20.000 sheila fired In an hour 
and a half upon a French position 
350 yards in longth and 400 yards in 
depth In the Rois d’AIll:. 

It la estimated that more than 200 ,- 
000 sheila were used by them In the j 
actions between April 5 and April 13 I 
[in the Forest of Apremont, while the I 
French over a limited front near' 
fiouaaln In Champagne fired 100,000 
shells of large calibre. 

The consumption of small arms 
ammunition, though there have been 
no great pitched battles since the 
battle of Yser, is also a great prob 
lem. due In part to the groat I y ex¬ 
tended use of machine guns. Fifty 
of these weapons, firing constantly at 
the rate of 300 cartridges . minute, 
use a million an hour. The numbtr 
of cartridges used on both fronts, 
from the Carpathians to the North 
Sea. lias been estimated at 30.000.000 
a day The equipment of the French 
army alone, not providing for the re¬ 
serve ammunition, requires 300,000.- 
000 .

Captain Scott’s Old Ship New Carry 
log War Freight 

The famous ship Discovery, which 
carried Captain Mcott and his crew 
on his celebrated, but tragic cxpcdl 
tlon to the dlnuth Pole, slipped quiet 
ly and unnoticed into New York her 
bor. recently. She li carrying a cargo 
of ammunition to France. 

Built In 1900 by tn* Royal Geo¬ 
graphic .Society at Dundee, Scotland 
for Captain Scott’s Antarctic expedt 
lion, the Discovery for two winter* 
was solidly frosen la the Ire field* 
The money spent In the hard woods 
of her hull was fully Justified time 
and again during the periliou* month* 
In crushing Ice near the southern ex 
tremlty of the world. 

• After her Antarctic voyage the ship 
was sold to the Hudson Bay company 
She has made leveral voyages be 
tween the busy piers of London and 
the foresaken trading posts along 
Hudson Bay in queit of cargoes of 
skins and furs. 

Being built to wllbsL.nn kc pres 
sure, her great bows are mad* of 
hard wood*, eighteen feel solid Task 
greenbeart, stout oak and pitch pine 
have gone into her construction with¬ 
out a thought for expense. In strength 
the Discovery la a Gibraltar of the 
seas 

Her hull at Its thinnest places ia 
two feet three inches in thickness. Of 
this thickness there la one foot of 
oak, one foot of teak wood and three 
Inches of pitch pine. Iron has not 
been used on the Discovery, for it 
would have seriously interfered with 
the compass and other delicate in 
strumenta, which were located for 
ward, and upon which rested in great 
degree the *ucc?s* of the \oyage. 

Copper has been used to a great 
extent The crew, proud of Ita fit 
tings, point to tho copper Joints, 
blocks and tbe like, which meant tbe 
investment of a small fortune 

The t intercoms are lined with wool, 
being insulated lo keep the cold out 
One of tbe officers volunteered the 
infoi nation that It was often so hot 
in Ills room that he went down to tbs 
engine roum to cool off.

Care Shdbld b* Taken in Sorting and 
Grading in Order to Obtain Best 
Price 

The best quality of poultry and egg» 
will lommand the highest prices lo 
th? right markets The man or woman 
who keeps 60 hens or more should 
constantly study how to put her pro 
ducts up In the best possible form 
To do this eggs should be gathered 
frequently during the hoi weather, as 
* HI as in the cold weather When 
gathered they should be plated In a 
cool, dry cellar, where they should 
be graded ready for market Kvcn 
If Just doing a small private trade 
It la, well to do this, aa It establishes 
a good habit for future bigger bust 
aess This sorting should be done 
with great care. First, all cracked and 
■oiled eggs should bo removed and 
used at hotn.®. Kvery housewife know* 
what a variety of colors and sizer 
coma In a basket uf freshly gathered 
eggs from different breeds, and often 
too. there ia a great variation In oolor 
and size or eggs from one breed 
These different colors aad sizes are 
better to be graded In order to have 
a uniformity in appearance Of course 
all very small and abnormally larg< 
egg* should stay at bom* First of 
al strive to produco a good artkle 
then seek the market that appreciates 
the fine product, properly put up. and 
cater to th* high itandarda of that 
market.
